Hearing Set 
On City’s 
Budget, Taxes 


August 26 has been set as date for 
public hearing on the city’s budget 
and tax rate for the new fiscal year. 

The city council Tuesday night 
set 8 o'clock of that evening in the 
city council chambers as the time 
and place for action on the record 
$324,763 budget proposed in June by 
City Manager C. L. Longson and a 
new low tax rate of 74 cents per $100 
of assessed valuation. 

A letter from Longson this week 
outlined the proposed tax rate in 
detail. He indicated that, under the 
new increase in assessments in the 
county, the city’s tax bill for Menlo 
Park property owners would repre- 
sent a net reduction of one cent per 
$100. 


BREAKDOWN 
The 74-cent rate is proposed to 
break down as follows: General 


Fund, 62 cents; Retirement Fund, 8 
cents; Bond Redemption and Re- 
tirement Fund, 4 cents. 

Without the 50 per cent increase 
in valuations, Longson said, this 
would have represented a 93-12-6- 
cent breakdown for a total tax rate 
of $1.11 as compared to last year's 
rate of $1.12. 

Longson also compared the new 
rate with that for each of the pre- 
ceding fcur years, showing a steady 
decrease in the tax burden. In 1948- 
49, the rate was $1.25; in 1949-50, 
$1.18. and in 1950-51, $1.15. 

The new budget is $32,220 above 
the budget for last year.

More on 
Protests 
To Plan . 


By MAYOR CHAS. P. BURGESS 

Last week this column discussed 
the objections to the proposed mas- 
ter plan raised by persons whose 
presently commercial zoned proper- 
ty was proposed to be rezoned to re- 
sidential. 

Another important protest is 
with respect to the plan for the 
central business district. The ma- 
jor part of the objection is from 
persons whose present commercial 
or residential property is under 
the plan to be taken for parking. 
Cther objections are to the pro- 


enue between El Camino and Uni- 
versity avenue to a pedestrian mall, 
and to the attendant heavier traffic 
flow that would occur on Oak Grove 
and Menlo avenues. 

There can be little question, in my 
opinion, that the proposed central 
business district plan is gocd and 
would make Menlo Park an out- 
standing shopping center. 

The objections to the pedestrian 
mall will prove, I believe, largely un- 
founded if the idea is tried. It should 
in fact, result in a large increase in 
shoppers. 

The additonal parking is needed 
beyond any question, for our first 
parking plaza is just adequate for 
the amount of commercial devel- 
opment now existing. The ‘full de- 
velopment of the present cominer- 
cial zoning will require more off- 
street p2rking than our two muni- 
cipal parking plazas now provide. 

The controversy over the closing 
of Santa Cruz avenue is much ado 
abcut nothing. It can be done for a 
trial period and if it doesn’t work 
out it can be opened again. In all 
events, it would logically be a last 
step after further development of 
the central business district. 

It is essential that a further pro- 
gram of offstreet parking be carried 
out in the central business district, 
particularly on the southerly side of 


| Sanita Cruz avenue. 


We know from the experience of 
shopping centers throughout the 
nation that our parking ratio is 
grossly inadequate for the amount 
of commercial zoning. 

Morewer, we are no longer com- 
peting with Palo Alto where the 
parking problem appears hopeless of 
solution. We must now prepare to 
cempete with “the projected shop- 
ping center on Stanford property 
which will be cf modern design and 
have a much higher ratio of park- 
ing to Comniercial use than even our 
master plan contemplates. 

In short, unless we can improve 
our shopping setup, the department 
and other large stores we need to 
make a self-sufficient center may 
never materialize, and our business 
property will drop in value instead 
of continuing to rise.

Bunting Family of MP 
Are Guided Through 
Ranger Station 


A tour through a ranger look-out 
Station in the Feather river country 
was one cf the high points of the 
John A. Bunting family’s vacation, 
from which they returned this week- 
end. Enjoying the trip with their 
parents were nine-year-old Susan 
and seven-year-old Sally. 


The look-out tower, according to 
Mrs. Bunting, was situated on a 
rocky mountain peak approximately 
7500 feet in elevation. The ranger 
had come into his room there to- 
ward the:end of June, one month 
later than usual, and would continue 
to stay there hermit-like on 24-hour 
duty until the first of October. 


The ranger showed the Buntings 
some of his equipment, which includ- 
ed a two-way radio for communica- 
tion with other ranger stations and 
the main office; through such a sys- 
tem, the elderly “hermit” pointed 
out, fires in the area could be pin- 
pointed. 

It seems that during the two-week 
period prior to the Buntings’ visit, 
98 fires had been reported, 94 of 
them caused by the continual after- 
noon thunderstorms with lightning, 
and ‘four of them man-made. 

Danger of lightning was such, the 
Buntings were toid, that during 
Storms all windows and doors to the 
look-cut station had to be. closed, 
else the jagged flashes would come 
into the room via air current. In 
fact during one interview, the rang- 
er said, he had inadvertently lean- 
ed against his metal cot (after war- 
ning his visitors against the same 
thing) and received a good-sized 
shock.

There’s a small oak from Korea, 
planted at the request of the agricul- 
ture department. If it grows well its 
cork bark will be an important pro- 
duct. 

In the greenhouse there’s a bed 
of baby’s tears (a ground cover for 
shade) that is not the ordinary 
green, but varigated. Jt has grown 
from one small root that sent up 
green and white leaves. 

The farm is large and self-suffi- 
cient, but its principles can be ap- 
plied to a quarter acre. 
| ‘The animals would have to be el- 
iminated, but the importance of 
compost and humus is a lesson every 
gardener should have learned by 
now. 
| DISCED 

All the good cover crops and dy- 
ine plants are disced into the soil, 
not plowed under to rot too slowly. 

The grass clippings and straw 
mulch are scratched in to the flower 
beds. 

There is a pile of rotting leaves, 
rubbish. clippings and stalks that 
will be fed back to the hungry soil. 
Even the decorative locust trees 
that edge the path by the garden 
feed nitrogen to the soil, as they 
are a legume. 

Soybeans are planted with corn 
to give extra nitrogen to the corn, 
and as itself act act as an important 
food for the cattle. 

The flowers in the garden reaf- 
firm my faith in petunias. They are 
beautiful and spread to fill a border 
or bed. They neatly drop their dead 
flowers, and bloom again if cut 
back. 

Silver Queen is a free flowering 
single rosy pink. The whites are 
good in the bleaching summer sun. 
SNAPS AND PHLOX 
| The tetra snaps are large and stiff 
stemmed .needing no staking. An- 
other teira introducation is the 
tetra annual phlox. It is low, with 
many flowers an colors. I like the 
Globe phlox. It grows much like the 
petunia, with large heads of flowers. 
There is a beautiful pink with a 
white eye, and a bright red varietly. 

The tall perennial phlox, pink and 
white, are in the background. Scabi- 
osa and larkspur add blue to the gar- 
den at a medium height. 

Everywhere the birds are invited 
to stay. It is 9 wise gardener who 
knows the service the birds per- 
form in eating insects and weed 
seeds.
